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1.The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 , 4, 8, 10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Karszes. 

The applied reference discloses the instant process of making an optical film with the 
instant cavities between lenticules by coextruding multiple layers (10, 12, 14) and 
patterning a molten film to form the lenticules. See Figures 1 and 2. 

2The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which fomns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 9, 1 1 and 13-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Karszes. 

Karszes discloses the basic claimed method as set forth in paragraph 1 , supra, the 
applied reference essentially lacking the aspects of heating and cooling the various 
rollers and how such is done and cooling the film. It is notoriously well known in the art 
to heat and cool rollers in this environment and the instant methods by which such is 
done are also quite well known. It certainly would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to heat and cool the various rollers (ie, carrier, cast, nip) in the instant 
manner dependent on temperature and composition of the molten coextrudate — ie, to 
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facilitate in the formation of the desired pattern and then to coo\ the extrudate. Cooling 
of the film using an air current is also well known and would have been an obvious 
expedient in the method of Karszes to expedite cooling the formed lenticules. While the 
applied reference does not disclose heating the die (128), such is conventionally done 
to ensure that the molten thermoplastic does not **freeze up" during the extrusion. 

S.CIaims 2, 3 and 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Karszes In view of Fitzpatrick. 

Karszes discloses the basic claimed method as set forth in paragraphs 1 and 2 supra, 
the primary reference essentially failing to teach filling the cavities between the 
lenticules with a light absorbing optical material. Fitzpatrick does this and such would 
have been an obvious expedient in the method of the primary reference to make a 
screen. The shield and hard coat of instant claims 6 and 7 are well known in the art and 
would have been obvious addendums to the combination as applied to protect the 
optical film.
